Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Nakashima indicated agreement in that the specification did not 
point to where in the document the pertinent material was to be found. Mr. Nakashima indicated that it was his intent to 
rely upon he documents as background material. 

Mr. Nakashima indicated that instead of providing a new declaration, the claims have been amended to where they 
now embrace the invention as set forth in he statement of the invention and/or in the original claim(s). 
Mr. Sisson indicated that the limitation of "a genetic disease" had been interpreted as encompassing any genetic 
disease, including those that the human HLA genetic locus is only remotely related to. Mr. Nakashima indicated a 
willingness to amend the claims to where the haplotype is "directly" related to the disease. 

Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the use of the term "off-spring" in claim 25, citing advances in reproductive health 
and how the line of what constitutes an "off-spring" has become blurred. Mr. Nakashima indicated a willingness to 
define or limit offspring to those that make a genetic contribution to the individual. 

The aspect of the range in size of amplicons was discussed. Mr. Nakashima indicated that while page 14 teaches 
producing amplicons of "about 200 nucleotides" in length, Example 6, found at page 89, teaches a lower limit of about 
50 nucleotides. Mr. Nakashima indicated a reluctance to specify a lower limit, yet indicated a willingness to consider 
limiting the upper size to "about 2000" nucleotides. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that a terminal disclaimer had been received and had been approved. 
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
